Income Increases 
In Collin County 


Collin County residents as a whole 
are in better shape, financially,than- 
they were 15 years ago, the records 
show, despite the three m ajor 
recessions that occurred during the 
period. 
As in every other part of the nation, 
they have had to cope with steadily 
rising prices for goods and services. 
Their cost of living climbed to new 
heights, as a result. 
The bright side of the picture, 
however, is that their incomes went 
up at a faster rate than their costs, 
except during times of depression, 
leaving them with more discretionary 
cash to spend after taking care of 
their normal needs. 
In general, according to Bureau of 
Labor Statistics figures, it takes close 
to $18 to buy what could have been 
bought for $10 in 1960. The extent to 
which earnings exceeded this rate of 
inflation is a measure of the gains that 
were made since then. 
In Collin County, personal income 
rose to a record level, as indicated by 
the market research reports covering 
the period. For the average local 
household, it went from $4,155 in 1960 


to $13,449 at the beginning of last year. 
In part, the better incomes reflect 
the fact that wages and salaries 
moved upward in tandem, more or 
less, with living costs. 


Also contributing to the rise was the 
m assive movement of married 
women out of the home and into the 
job market. The extra paychecks 
enabled many families to upgrade 
their standard of living. 


The added 
purchasing power 
showed up in the amount spent in 
Collin County’s retail stores. It rose 
from a total in 1960 of $42,172,000 to the 
$155,623,000 figure reported last year. 


According to a study by the Con­ 
ference Board, the average American 
family has more real spendable in­ 
come at its disposal today, after 
providing for the necessities, than it 
did in 1960 


As a result, its outlays for TV sets, 
cars 
sporting goods, toys and ap­ 
pliances, adjusted for price changes, 
are up sharply since then.

A substantial decrease in both the 
crime rate and the total number of 
crimes has been reported by the Plano 
Police Dept. 
A spokesman noted that April 
crimes declined 13 percent compared 
to a year ago, while the crime rate 
showed an even more impressive 
decline considering that Plano has an 
annual population increase of 16 
percent. 
In 1976, 206 serious crimes (murder, 
rape, robbery, aggravated assault, 
burglary, theft and auto theft) were 
reported in April compared to this 
year’s 179. Serious crime also dropped 
slightly compared to March which 
showed 186 reported offenses. 
At the same time, arrests have 
shown an increase. There were 188 
arrests in April of 1977 compared to 
141 in April of 1976 and 161 in March of 
1977. These figures do not include 
traffic citations and other citations for 
minor offenses. 
Fifty-six juveniles and 132 adults 
were arrested. Adult arrests included 
one for assault, two for burglary, four 
for possession of marijuana, 19 for 
driving while intoxicated, IO for public 
intoxication and 96 for all other of­ 
fenses. 
Juveniles arrested included three 
for burglary, one for theft, three for 
possession of marijuana, two for 
driving while intoxicated, two for 
public intoxication, one for alcohol 
offenses, three for disorderly conduct, 
five for violation of curfew, three for 
runaway and 33 for all other offenses. 
Property valued at $25,841 was 
taken in the 50 reported burglaries.

In Weapons-Energy Conflict 


We detected som e equivoca­ 
tion in the London sum m it’s dec­ 
laration that W estern nations 
should fight unem ploym ent and 
inflation with equal vigor. And 
there 
was som e 
finessing 
of 
another thorny problem on the 
agenda — President Carter’s ef­ 
fort to restrain traffic in nuclear 
technology for power plants as a 
m eans of controlling the pro­ 
liferation of atom ic weapons. 
“ We agree on the need to in­ 
crease nuclear energy to help 
m eet the world’s energy require­ 
m ents,” said the declaration, in 
deference to W est G erm any’s 
Helmut Schm idt and others who 
aren’t inclined to abandon any 
nuclear options. 
“ We com m it ourselves to do 
this while reducing the risks of 
nuclear proliferation,” the dec­ 
laration continued, in deference 
to Mr. Carter. 
The task obviously is to m ake 
those 
statem ents 
com patible, 
and the issue has been side­ 
tracked tem porarily through the 
device of an “ urgent study.” 
Buying tim e in this manner can 
be beneficial both to Mr. Carter 
and to those 
in 
Europe 
and 
Japan who are balking at his 
policy. 


For Mr. Carter it is by no 
m eans a closed issue that the 
United States can safely forego 
the developm ent of a breeder re­ 
actor 
and 
reprocessing 
tech­ 
nology to utilize plutonium as a 
power plant fuel. This aspect of 
his energy program is still sub­ 
ject to a close exam ination by 
Congress of our energy options 
in the 1980s and 1990s. 


For Europe and Japan, the 
study can shed light on what has 
been a neglected area of inter­ 
national trade and diplom acy — 
the policing of the burgeoning 
traffic in nuclear m aterials and 
technology. While Mr. 
Carter 
may be shortsighted in assum ing 
that other nations would be will­ 
ing to risk future energy short­ 
ages for the sake of controlling 
weapons proliferation, he has 
made it im possible to ignore the 
potential link between nuclear 
power program s and surrepti­ 
tious weapons program s. 


A 
European 
nuclear 
com ­ 
munity which allowed an entire 
shipload of uranium to disappear 
in 1969 — cannot argue that se­ 
curity in the handling of nuclear 
m aterials 
can 
be 
taken 
for 
granted.

If it did happen, you 
might be left with a severely 
disabled child, a vegetable, 
or NO CHILD at all.

My second plea for safety 
is for older children. How 
many people—adults as well 
as 
children—know 
the 
reasons for having a chain 
guard on a bicycle? 
The first and obvious 
reason that is brought up is 
to keep clothing from getting 
stuck in that greasy chain. 
Right. 
The second and most 
im portant reason is to 
protect the rider’s leg. If a 
person, whether an adult or 
a child, 
rides a bicycle 
without a chain guard, he 
risks injury. 
Let me explain.

As many knowledgeable persons feared, the House Ethics 
Committee’s "probe” into alleged South Korean bribery (Mi 
Capitol Hill is proceeding at tortoise pace with overtones of 
farce. 
Since late last year the notoriously toothless committee 
has had the job of determining whether certain congressmen 
took bribes, gifts, trips and favors from South Korean agents 
and, in return, tilted toward the Seoul government. 
The committee has done so little that 20 of the House’s 21 
freshman Republicans told it to speed up. And 51 Democrats, 


mostly newcomers unaffected by the potential scandal, 
asked for a progress report by May 30. 
Things got even stickier when a freshman member of the 
committee, Rep. Bruce Caputo, R-N.Y., urged that mem­ 
bers state under oath whether they had taken gifts from 
"any foreign government.” 
This unique area — that probers themselves should not 
have done what they are investigating others for — was 
indignantly rejected as "impugning the integrity of the 
committee.” 
Finally, forced to do something, the committee decided to 
send a questionaire to all members of Congress. It will ask if 
they had ever received any illegal money or favors from 
South Koreans. 
Naturally everybody who replies to the unsworn query will 
say no Then, if it later turns out that they did take money, 
they will say: “I didn’t know it was illegal.’’ Some in­ 
vestigation. 
It may be too soon to utter the words cover-up or fix, but 
the committee is working with marked unenthusiasm. Why? 
Perhaps because most of the congressmen allegedly in­ 
volved are Democrats. Perhaps because two recipients of 
favors by South Korean money man Tongsun Park were 
Speaker Tip O’Neill and Democratic Whip John Brademas 
who do not lack, shall we say, clout. 
In any event something smells. And the Democratic 
Congress which was eager to pursue a COP president during 
the Watergate scandal now has lost its taste for the chase 
when Democrats are involved.

BEDFORD, Ind. (UPI) — 
Squirrels and humans are 
doing battle for walnuts in 
southern Indiana forests 
and. so far, the squirrels are 
winning. 
The furry critters have 
fended off red pepper, 
kerosene and commercial 
repellents for the past three 
years to lay claim to walnuts 
planted by researchers at 
Hoosier National Forest. 
The foresters are trying to 
reduce the cost of growing 
walnut trees by planting nuts 
where they want them to 
grow rather than raising 
seedlings in nurseries, then 
transplanting them. 
But the squirrles aren’t 
cooperating. As soon as the 
walnuts are planted, the 
furry rodents dig them up 
and have a snack. 
“We know how to plant 
walnuts 
so the squirrels 
won’t get them,” research 
forester Robert Williams 
said, ‘‘but the methods 


available are as troublesome 
and expensive — or more so 
— than planting the nuts in 
protected nurseries and then 
transplanting 
the 
seed­ 
lings.” 
Researchers have tried 
various squirrel deterrents. 


Last 
year, 
foresters 
planted mothballs beside the 
walnuts but most of the 
seeds didn’t germinate. Nuts 
dipped in sulphur also failed 
to grow. 
R e s e a r c h e r s 
e v e n 
scrubbed hulled walnuts to 
remove the nut odor, then 
planted them near regular 
nuts, hoping the squirrels 
would miss the odorless 
nuts. 


“ Tile dumb squirrels got 
the scrubbed nuts first,” 
said one project member. 
Dipping nuts in kerosene, 
turpentine or pine tar didn’t 
stop the animals either — 
they learned to follow the 
scent of the deterrents to the 
nuts. 


Red pepper worked until 
rains washed it away and 
cow manure curtailed the 
squirrels’ appetites until it 
rotted and became part of 
the soil. 
As for 
the squirrels' 
reaction to a commercial 
squirrel repellent suggested 
by a forester in Missouri, 
Williams would only say: 
‘‘They loved it.” 
This 
summer, 
forest 
personnel 
plan 
to 
try 
variations of the sulphur, 
cow manure and mothball 
techniques. They also plan to 
plant nuts from 16 different 
mother trees in hopes of 
finding a variety squirrels 
don't like. 
Williams admits a lot of 
people are cheering for the 
squirrels. 
"But we’re trying to help 
the squirrels in the long 
run,” 
he 
insists. 
“ It's 
something akin to humans 
consuming all of their seed 
corn or all of their wheat 
needed for planting.”

Tornado Advice Given 
Texas Leads Nation In Twisters 


The State Dept, of Welfare 
(DPW) reports it provided 
more than $4.8 million in 
benefits to Collin County 
residents during fiscal 1976. 
Statewide, DPW spent just 
over $1 billion in its effort to 
improve the quality of life 
for all citizens of Texas, the 
agency said in its 1976 an­ 
nual report. 
Medical services con­ 
stituted the largest ex­ 
penditure in the 1976 budget, 
totaling nearly $612 million 
at the state level. 
Among medical services 
provided to DPW clients are 
Medicaid, m edical tra n ­ 
sportation, nursing home 


care, child health care for 
needy families, hearing aids, 
dentures and eyeglasses. 
Food Stamp paym ents 
totaled $219 million in the 
fiscal year ending Aug. 31. 
The Aid to Families with 
D e p e n d e n t 
C h ild re n 
program provided more 
than $133 million to the 
parents or guardians of 
Texas children who have 
little or no support from one 
or both parents. 
Statistics from the 1976 
annual report em phasize 
why “other states look upon 
Texas as the model of ef­ 
ficient and effective welfare 
management.’’ 


During the year, there 
were 27.3 people on public 
welfare 
per 
thousand 
population, making Texas 
the 43rd state in number of 
welfare recipients, based 
upon population. 
The national average was 
52 recipients per thousand 
population with only the 
states of Arizona, Nevada, 
Montana, Idaho, Nebraska, 
North Dakota and Wyoming 
showing lower numbers of 
w elfare 
recipients 
than 
Texas. 
The District of Columbia 
led the nation with 140 people 
on welfare per thousand 
population. Mississippi was 


second with 77 welfare 
recipients per thousand, 
followed by Michigan, 74; 
Illinois, 71; New York, 68, 
and California, 66.

monthly 
payment to welfare families 
in Texas during 1976 was 
$105.42.

average was $230.38. New 
York led all other states with 
an average monthly welfare 
payment of $392.25 per 
family. 


The average size of a

May seems to be the worst 
month of all and the hours 
between 3 p.m. and 7 p.m. 
are the most dangerous time 
because that is when it is 
easiest for thunderstorms to 
form and create tornadoes. 
North Central Texas in the 
area ranging roughly from 
Lubbock to Dallas seems to 
be the heart of the Texas 
tornado zone, 
the

Weather Service (USWS) 
says. Warm, 
moist air 
coming up from the Gulf of 
Mexico collides with con­ 
centrations of cool, dry air 
coming across North Texas 
from the Rocky Mountains 
and the northern U.S. This

nadoes

hailstorm s, 
another violent weather 
pattern that occurs mostly in 
May. 
Scientists have studied 
tornadoes for years and the 
one thing they are sure of is 
their unpredictability.

In return, let me tell you 
about a self-sticking 36-inch 
plastic tape measure that ad­ 
heres to your sewing table. 
These tapes are a product ot 
the 3-M Co. and come under 
the heading of “Scotch” Sew­ 
ing Aids. I have had mine for 
over 2% years and it has not 
peeled, faded or come loose.

Dear Mrs. Rinser: Please 
tell Mrs. Shie that if she will 
buy single knits or T-shirt 
knits in a 50-50 polyester-cot- 
ton blend, the results will al­ 
ways be the same. A 50-50 
blend seems to shrink very 
little, and wrinkles less. The 


higher the polyester content, 
the higher the “ wrinkle 
rate.” It seems to me blends 
of dacron and cotton are 
more difficult to work with. 
I’ve been making T-shirts 
for my family for about two 
years and the 50-50 polyester- 
cotton blends seem to be the 
all-round best. One hundred 
per cent cotton knits shrink, 
shrink, shrink! Hope this 
helps.

Speech Center Aids All 


MRS. RODNEY ALAN CONROY

“ We 
can’t 
promise 
miracles.” 
While faculty and staff 
employees of North Texas 
State 
University’s Speech 
and Hearing Center refuse to 
guarantee a cure for persons 
with speech or hearing 
impairments, 
they 
do 
provide assistance for many. 
Many of the 
center’s 
clients are youngsters, but 
services are available to 
adults as well. 
“ We serve clients from 
age two-and-one half to the 
geriatric population,” said 
Pat Summers, coordinator 
of clinical 
services. 
The 
center has tested a two- 
month-old infant and a 99- 
year-old woman, both for 
hearing deficiencies. 
Patients 
may 
refer 
themselves 
to 
the 
NTSU 
clinic, although many are 
recommended 
by public 
agencies (such as schools) 
or by personal physicians. 
Services offered at the 
center 
include 
general 
s c re e n in g s , 
co m p lete 
diagnostic work-ups and 
remediation for those per­ 
sons who do 
have com­ 
munication disorders. There 
is no charge for the services. 
“ We screen clients to 
identify those who might 
have a problem and then 
offer 
them 
recom­ 
mendations,” said Brenda 
Petersen, 
audiology 
in­ 
structor and supervisor. 
“ We can provide therapy 
here 
or 
recommend 


therapists elsewhere, for 
instance in Dallas.” 
A relatively new facet of 
the audiology services is the 
hearing 
aid 
testing 
in­ 
strument. The evaluations 
are performed with the use 
of a Hearing Aid Acoustic 
Computer. 
“ It’s quite a delicate and 
involved instrument,” Ms. 
Petersen 
explained. 
“ It 
gives 
us 
a 
means 
of 
analyzing or determining a 
number 
of 
functional 
characteristics of the aid.” 
By testing an aid in the 
computer, center personnel 
are able to determine if the 
aid is functioning according 
to 
the 
manufacturer's 
specifications. 
“ If s 
an 
important aspect of our 
rehabilitation program,” 
she said 
Both clinicians recom­ 
mended that a person have 
medical 
clearance 
before 
purchasing a hearing aid 
because 
not 
all 
auditory 
losses can be helped by use 
of an aid. Some problems, in 
fact, 
are 
merely 
com­ 
pounded by a hearing aid. 
“ Have 
a 
complete 
audiologic evaluation and an 
otologic 
examination,” 
advised Ms. Summers. “ Just 
a screening is not enough.” 
After a person has pur­ 
chased an aid he or she is 
encouraged to return to the 
center for more assistance. 
“ We help him (or her) 
learn to use the aid ef­ 
fectively,” Ms. Petersen 


said. “ You can't just pick up 
an aid and put it on. You 
have to learn to use one in 
order to get the greatest 
benefit. 
Tolerance is 
a 
problem for a period of time, 
too, so we try to help people 
learn how to use their aids 
properly.” 
The NTSU center uses 
sample hearing aids in 
helping people determine the 
type of aid they will need and 
in testing the aids, but center 
personnel neither sell 
or 
repair hearing aids. 
The center, which is open 
year-round 
when 
NTSU 
classes are in session, sees 
an average of 210 people for 
speech 
and 
language 
evaluations annually, 450 for 
c o m p l e t e 
h e a r i n g 
evaluations, plus about 1,000 
per semester for screenings. 
Denton pre-schoolers, first 
graders and NTSU College of 
Education students also are 
screened each semester. 
Because the center is a 
training program for NTSU 
students majoring in speech 
pathology or audiology, 
much of the work is done by 
senior 
and 
graduate 
students. 
“ The center is actually 
under 
the 
educational 
program of the division of 
communication disorders,’’ 


said Ms. Summers. “ It’s a 
training center and at the 
same time patient services 
are offered so students can 
have actual experience. 
Students must have ac­ 
complished 
a 
certain 
number of actual clock hours 
to receive certification.” 
Ms. Petersen added that 
all students are supervised 
by certified faculty mem­ 
bers at all times. 
NTSU has received full 
accreditation 
from 
the 
American 
Speech 
and 
Hearing Association, both 
for the audiology and speech 
pathology master’s degree 
programs 
and 
for 
the 
training center itself. 
“ Not that many univer­ 
sities hold accreditation both 
in educational aspects and 
professional fatuities,” Ms. 
Summers said. “ We’re quite 
thrilled. 
“ Most of our clients are 
younger children. But there 
is quite a large number of 
adults who are receiving 
services. Some have had 
strokes or laryngectomies. 
Other have communication 
problems resulting from 
hearing losses, or have 
problems 
with 
speech 
fluency (stuttering). 
“ Our services are open to 
anyone,” 
she said. 
“ A 


person has only to call for an 
appointment.’’

Moriarty Vanishes, But Returns 


and Tuesday Weld. 
Moriarty is not the sort of 
man one feels compelled to 
call Mike He is tall, slender, 
pale and ill at ease 
Talking with Moriarty can 
be disconcerting. He is as 
tensely drawn as a violin 
string. He spoke reluctantly 
when 
asked 
about 
his 
professional flameout 
“ I purposely refused to 
consider further movie and 
television work," he said. 
“ It was the shock of all the 
attention coming so sud­ 
denly after struggling all 


those years; after knocking 
on doors and having no one 
talk to me Then overnight it 
all changed 
“ But the only thing that 
was different about me was 
the success itself I hadn't 
changed 
The attitudes of 
other people had. 
“ So I went 
through 
a 
period of resentment and 
bitterness at the hypocritical 
quality of the people I was 
dealing with 
“ I turned away 
from 
people who offered me help. 
My attitude was 'where were 


you when I needed you?' 
“ Now I know they were 
simply undergoing a natural 
reaction It s human nature 
to behave that way But I 
reacted out of youthful 
idealism 
“ So I did drop into a 
manhole and pulled the 
cover over me. I had to sift 
through my feelings and 
decide what I wanted to do 
with the rest of my life.” 
The disastrous editing of 
his performance in “ Report 
to the Commissioner” was 
another factor in Moriarty's 


decision to drop out 
He returned to the theater 
where he'd known his first 
triumphs, working in “ Long 
Day’s Journey Into Night” in 
Washington 
D C . 
and 
Brooklyn and in other plays 
in other cities. 
M oriarty pondered his 
future and in the process 
suffered a broken marriage. 
He did, however, reach 
some conclusions — prin­ 
cipally to make more movies 
and television features to 
earn 
enough 
money 
to 
finance a theatrical idea. 


“ I finally realized that 
television and movies just 
meant exposure to me,” he 
said. 
“ Exposure 
means 
attention which requires 
responsibility to speak as 
truthfully as possible to the 
audience. 
“ It also means looking for 
continuity in my work as 
well as my private life and 
channeling all my film and 
TV earnings into a project 
which I know will be the 
focal point of my life. 
“ I want to start a theater 
in New York. I ’ve already 
got a name for it — ‘Potter’s 
Field.' It’s not a physical 
plant, 
but 
a 
concept 
to 
present a unique American 


style of Shakespeare. There 
has never been a specific 
American 
spirit 
of 
Shakespeare with American 
actors. 


“ I know I'm educated and 
prepared to do this work. I ’d 
be an actor-manager which 
is what 
I seemed best 
trained for.” 


Moriarty waxed technical 
about his acting career. He 
said, “ A lot of my acting is 
difficult to make clear for a 
director. If I were just to act, 
I don’t think the best of my 
work would be seen because 
I ’d 
be 
dependent 
on 
strangers understanding my 
acting mechanism.

Q. May I share a happy 
father-daughter 
experience 
with you? 
My daughter (she’s 15) is 
an excellent tournament ten­ 
nis player. She wants to bring 
some of her enjoyment to me, 
but I’ve always been too 
busy, or at least thought I 
was. 
A few weeks ago I finally 
gave in to her plea to teach 
me some tennis basics, put on 
a white shirt and shorts and 
went out on the court with 
her. 
Although I was awkward, 
lier warmth, happiness and 
constant 
encouragement 
went a long way toward melt­ 
ing my stiffness, especially 
‘ inside.” 
The payoff came when she 
smiled and said, “Look at us 
playing! And I’m telling you 
what to do! TTiat’s a real 
change!” 
We’re sharing something, 
communicating and having 
fun. I wish I’d started earlier. 
A. I couldn’t have said it 
better myself. Your sugges­ 
tion basically relates to our 
really listening to our chil­ 
dren, instead of telling and 
talking so much. It’s such a 
good idea. 


Q. Perhaps this is a strange 
problem to bring up, but I 
don’t quite understand how 
it's possible for children to 
have attitudes that are totally 
different from those of their 
parents. If environment is re­ 
ally so important, how can a 
child differ so completely 
from the opinions of his or her 
parents? 
Specifically, in our family 
the topic differing is politics.

A. Your home setting is 
only part of his total environ­ 
ment. If he is aw«y at cbHege, 
or even still in high school, 
there are many forces closing 
in on him. The obvious ones 
are his teachers and friends. 
Your encouragement to­ 
ward and satisfaction in the 
fact that he is involved in a 


“respectable” activity are 
important. And you can also 
derive some enjoyment in 
calmly discussing your politi­ 
cal differences if you’ll only 
give him a chance to express 
his ideas. He seems to be the 
kind of person who would 
both like and profit from that 
sort of exchange. 
As far as your friends are 
concerned, they should only 
be as lucky as you are to have 
a thinking, participating son! 
Relax — and enjoy, as the 
humorist Harry Golden used 
to say. 


Q. My 6-year-old son is a 
finicky eater, although I have 
to admit that he ends up each 
day with a balanced diet. It’s 
just that he has such firm 
likes and dislikes. 
He eats meat, vegetables 
(raw and cooked), certain 
fruits (hates all citrus, for ex­ 
ample), and won’t even touch 
the foods that I always serve 
so attractively which he 
happens to dislike. 
It’s unpleasant for me to 
scrape half the food off his 
plate before he’ll even start to 
eat. 
A. It’s no doubt unpleasant 
for him too, so why not avoid 
the practice by serving him 
only what he’ll eat? 
As long as his total diet is a 
good one, and you have no 
hint from either his perform­ 
ance or your doctor that he 
has a health problem, you 
might try serving only the 
half that he’ll eat.

is 
true that a local clerk issued 
marriage licenses to men, 
but it is also true that the 
attorney general of Colorado 
held the licenses invalid. It is 
also true that the District 
Attorney who advised the 
clerk thought the marriage 
law, not the ERA, authorized 
the licenses. 
Another exam ple of a 
misrepresentation that has 
gained widespread publicity 
is a charge that the Ohio 
Task Force Report for the 
implementation of the ERA 
says that “ERA will require 
government-financed 
child 
care centers...” 
The report says no such 
thing. The task force made 
recom m en dations 
for 
changes in law required to 
implement the ERA and 
changes that Ohio women 


wanted based on hearings 
throughout the state. 
It is clear in the report that 
the recommendation 
on 
child care is in the second 
category of desired changes. 
Even after this distinction 
was pointed out to opponents 
they continued to make this 
false charge in speeches. 
Even a large number of 
letters to the editors by the 
Ohio Task 
Force cannot 
seem to catch up with this 
falsehood. 
There are hopeful signs 
that some newspapers and 
radio and TV stations are 
attempting to give more 
sophisticated coverage. The 
New York Times Magazine 
last April included an ex­ 
cellent 
article 
“ You’ll 
Probably Think I’m Stupid” 
by Martha Veinman Lear 
describing the distortions of 
the opponents. 
On the other hand, the 
National Press Club ERA 
seminar referred to above 
attracted few reporters, 
although it was an excellent 
program to help reporters 
give intelligent coverage to 
the ERA.

Commission will continue to 
stress

in-depth 
media coverage, confident 
that an accurately informed 
public will assure that the 
required 38 states will have 
ratified by March 1979 the

When former first lady 
Betty Ford and the former 
vice president’s wife, Happy 
Rockefeller, 
developed 
breast cancer, and when 
Betty Rollin wrote “First You 
Cry,” the nation became 
painfully aware of breast 
cancer statistics. 
Cancer strikes one out of 
every four people. All women 
have a 7 per cent chance of 
developing breast malignan­ 
cy at some time in their lives. 
Women who bore children 
before the age of 30 are in the 
low-risk group. Sisters and 
daughters of breast cancer 
victims (those who developed 
the disease before meno­ 
pause) are in the high-risk 
group. 
Research continues on 
what differentiates the high- 
risk women from the low-risk 
women. Some physicians say 
that breastfeeding lowers the 
risk. There is some evidence 
that certain hormone therapy 
increases the risk. 
One evening last fall I had 
my first contact with a wom­ 
an of the high-risk group. It 
was at a buffet dinner, and I 
listened to a friend tell about 
the discovery of her lump. 
“The famous women who 
get breast cancer all seem to 
feel it can’t happen to them, 
even after they feel the thing. 
They consider themselves too 
healthy and normal. Maybe 
it’s all the publicity and news, 
but it did scare me right from 
the beginning.” 
She was a woman in her 
early 30s; she’d never had 
children; and a member of 
her family had suffered from 
breast cancer. She was a high 
risk and she knew it. 
The woman had been lucky 
this time. The mammograms 
showed no sign of malignan­ 
cy*

Betty Rollin,” she said with a 
nervous laugh.

check for lumps when I took 
my shower.

proved correct, and I feel 
lucky. 
For every woman who falls 
victim to breast cancer, there 
are many more who suffer 
the physical pain and mental 
uncertainty of fibrocystic dis­ 
ease. The women in the high- 
risk group carry the heaviest 
mental burden of all. 
There are organizations for 
mothers of twins, for mothers 
who have had cesaerean 
childbirth experiences and 
for women who are married 
to alcoholics. Perhaps it 
would be a good thing to have 
an organization 
or those 
women in the high-risk group, 
for sharing information and 
for offering positive emotion­ 
al support to those who live 
under the threat of breast 
cancer.

“ backyard service” ever 
since she and another af­ 
fluent housewife got so fed 
up with the city’s high 
garbage rates that they 
started their own business. 
“We’ve tried to make this 
thing fun. But I’ve learned a 
lot about business,” Mrs. 
Van Cleave said in the plush 
suburban office shared with 
her husband, Steven, a in­ 
ternational security con­ 
sultant 
she 
calls 
“ my 
staunchest supporter.” 
The 39-year-old president 
of The Back Yard Team Inc. 
has turned down several 
offers to buy her out. 
Instead, she has “expansion 
plans.” 
“ There 
are 
nearby 
counties that have no gar­ 
bage service at all. There 
are all sorts of possibilities 
such as franchising the 
system or acting as a con­ 
sultant to city sanitation

$6,000 garbage truck and 
took out a $40,000 four-year 
lease for two more — called 
“Big Momma” and “the 
Cub.” 
Back Yard Team served 
270 private homes last year 
and now has 600 customers, 
30 to 40 of whom signed up 
during the city ’s recent 
garbage strike. Mrs. Van 
Cleave expects to “top out” 
at 1,000 customers next year. 
Mrs. Van Cleave charges 
$100 a year to drive into a 
customer’s driveway once a 
week and pick up the trash. 
The city charges $150, in 
addition to $44 tax bills 
which help pay for curb 
service. It has some 4,000 
“backyard” customers — 
about of half of whom don’t 
pay because of exemptions 
for the handicapped and 
elderly. 
Mrs. Van Cleave’s battle 
with city officials began in 
late 1975 after Jackson 
raised “backyard service” 
fees, 
which she claimed 
discriminated against the 
affluent. 
Mrs. Van Cleave and her 
partner, who is now inactive 
in the business, were told 
they would not be issued a 
garbage collection permit. 
They threatened a court suit 
and got a 90-day permit. 
Later they fought for a one- 
year permit. 
“ I don’t have any more 
hassles with them,” said 
Mrs. Van Cleave. 
The svelte mother of four 
is aiming to take all of the 
city’s 
paid 
“ backyard 
service” business. 
Mrs. Van Cleave said her 
two 20-year-old workmen 
can work circles around city 
workers with the route 
system she eagerly plots on 
a huge city map. 
“They’ve got enough men 
to pick up garbage from here 
to New York and back,” she 
said of her competition.

The church provided the 
information sought by the 
FBI under the grounds that 
it was either already public 
knowledge or of a 
non­ 
confidential nature.

tim e, 
however, subpoenas were 
served on two m embers of 
the Hispanic Commission, 
ordering 
them 
to 
testify 
before a grand jury. They 
have refused and have been 
jailed on contempt of court 
charges. They can be held

The N ational C ouncil’s 
action is believed to be the 
first 
to 
establish 
church 
policy 
procedures 
for 
responding to government 
investigations. 
According 
to

resolution, church agencies 
should refuse to divulge the 
nam es 
of 
contributors, 
members or “any groups or 
persons with 
whom 
they 
have been working in a 
relationship of confidence 
and trust ..." 
It also says churches and 
agencies should deny law 
enforcement officials per­ 
sonnel files, correspondence, 
" in te rn a l” docum ents or 
information and travel or 
expense records with legal 


advice and the consent of 
those involved. 
The board also said church 
agencies 
should 
afford 
“special protection” to their 
m inority m inistries and 
social action program s. In 
the past these have been 
special targets of law en­ 
forcement 
investigations. 


“ In every era, the church 
has found it necessary to 
guard 
itself 
vigilantly 
ag ain st 
governm ent 
in­ 
terference in its internal 
a ffa irs," said the 
Rev. 
G eorge Telford, A tlanta, 
sponsor of the resolution. 
Telford is an executive with 
the Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S. 


He deplored the use of the 
grand jury system “to harry 
dissident movements and, 
now, to invade the chur­ 
ches.” 
“Two otherwise unrelated 
m atters now intersect,” he 
said, “the pattern of abuse of 
the compulsory process of 
the grand jury to harass 
dissidents and the pattern of 
government interference in 
the internal affairs of the 
church.” 


The N ational C ouncil’s 
resolution, approved without 
dissent, urges the interfaith 
organization's 30 member 
churches to adopt sim ilar 
procedures.

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Math Whiz Can Outfigure Computer 


NEW YORK (UPI) - She 
can solve complicated multi­ 
plication problems in her 
head faster than a computer. 
She can figure the fifth 
root of seven-digit numbers 
in seconds. 
If you tell her the date and 
the year of any day in the 
past 200 years, she can tell 


you what day of the week it 
was. 
Shakuntala Devi, a math­ 
ematical wizard from India 
performing on tour in the 
United States, challenges 
audiences to ask her com­ 
plicated 
m athem atical 
problems and dazzles them 
with her quick answers. 
Congresswoman 
Enjoys Homelife

- 
Leonor Sullivan poked a 
small spade into the good 
brown dirt in her flower bed. 
She began to smile. 
“I haven’t had a chance to 
watch anything grow in 
years,” she said. “You can 
see these tulips opening.” 
Mrs. Sullivan, a member 
of Congress 24 years, is 
home. She is enjoying ac­ 
tivities she missed during 
that time and has a fresh 
outlook on life at age 74. 
“It’s wonderful to walk up 
and down the streets and 
have people know me,” said 
Mrs. 
Sullivan, 
now 
a 
familiar figure on the south 
side of St. Louis which she 
represented in Washington. 
Her old 3rd District has 
diverse interests but consists 
mostly of solid residential 
neighborhoods which gave 
huge vote margins to the 
charming Mrs. Sullivan as 
long as she wanted to run for 
re-election. 
She 
finally 
decided to retire because she 
wanted to come home. 
Home for Mrs. Sullivan is 
a breezy, cheerful two-story 
house on a bluff com ­ 
manding an impressive view 
of the Mississippi River. She 
bought the house four years 
ago after living 46 years in a 
landlocked house in another 
part of the district. 
Mrs. 
Sullivan 
was 
chairman of the House 
Merchant 
Marine 
Com­ 
mittee and fought for the 
interests of mermen and 
their business. Now that she 
is home, riverboat captains 
frequently give her an 
unofficial salute as they pass 
her house. 
“They toot their horns,” 
she said with a warm smile. 
“I’ve always wanted to live 
on the river.” 
Mrs. Sullivan is adapting 
to her retirement more 
readily 
than 
her 
con­ 
stituents. 
“Some people still think 
I’m in Congress. I tell them 
I’m not, but they keep on 
talking and tell me their 
story. I always listen to them 
anyway.” 
Mrs. Sullivan’s successor 
is Richard Gephardt, a 
bright, young man who kept 
her 
district 
in 
the 
Democratic column. Asked 
whether 
she 
thought 
Gephardt was competent for 
the job, Mrs. Sullivan paused 
and said, “I think he is. He 
has a lot to learn 
He is 
willing to learn.” 
Mrs. 
Sullivan 
doesn’t 
intend to take an active part 
in politics. 
“Oh, I’ll attend the ward 
meetings like everybody 
else. But that's all; if I had 
wanted to campaign, I would 
have run again.” 
Rather, she hopes to spend 
a lot of time involved in 
projects on her 56-year-old 
house. She handles some 
correspondence and says. 
“It takes me an hour and a 
half to type a letter. I haven’t 
typed for 20 years.” 
She went to Washington as 
the bride of John B. Sullivan, 
who represented the 3rd Dis­ 
trict until his death in 1951. 
“I was married in wartime 
and didn’t have a family,” 
she said. “I volunteered my 
help in Washington the first 
four years my husband was 
in office.” 
She was elected to her 
husband's seat in 1952 and 
one of her early struggles 
involved 
a 
topic 
that 
recently became current 
again — high coffee prices. 
“I made a speech on the 
floor and said, ‘We want that 
nickel cup of coffee,”’ she 
recalled. “ I made three 
speeches, 
and 
finally 
President Eisenhower called 
for a Federal Trade Com­ 
mission investigation, which 
discovered 
Brazil 
was 
holding back on the coffee 
and saying there had been a 
loss of crops because of a 
freeze. As soon as the in­ 
vestigation started, coffee 
prices began to drop. 
“Dus situation today is 
ridiculous 
I don’t think 
there s any coffee shortage 


despite what might 
happened to Brazil.” 
have 


At an exhibition she gave 
at the United Nations, she 
showed what she could do 
D ifficult problem s w ere 
written on a blackboard for 
her to see and answer. 
“ What is the third root of 
2,992,209,121 ? ” 
she 
was 
asked. 
“ 1,441,” she answ ered 
quickly. 


The third root of 19,683? 
“27”, she replied 
She was asked if she could 
add all the numbers from 
one to IOO. “5,050,” she said 
after contemplating for a 
few seconds. 
What is the third root of 


38,950,081? “79 ” 
The third root of 1,336,336? 
“34.” 
Devi 
gave 
all 
the 
responses w ithin seconds 
after she saw the problems. 


She amazed the crowd 
when someone asked her for 
the third root of 6,620,650,447 
and 
she 
realized 
im ­ 
m ediately 
th at 
the 
questioner had m ade 
a 
mistake multiplying the root 
number. She then helped the 
q u e s t i o n e r 
w i t h 
multiplication. 
Then she answered dates. 
What day of the week was 
Sept. 
12, 
1968? 
“ W ed­ 


nesday,” she replied. 
April 21, 1961? “ Friday.” 
May 26, 1939° “Friday.” 
One man asked her what 
day May IO, 1940, was. She 
said Friday, but the man 
insisted it was Sunday. She 
was proven right. 
Another kind of problem 
was written on the black­ 
board. 777 squared plus 1,111 
squared equals X squared 
plus Y squared. 


Within seconds she gave 
the correct answers. X is 
1,355 and Y is 45. 
Som eone asked her a 
different kind of problem. If 
a man deposits $1 in the bank 


and doubles his deposit 
every day, what will he have 
deposited in the bank after 30 
days? She thought for a few 
seconds 
and 
replied. 
”$2,147,483,647.” 


Ms. Devi cannot explain 
how 
she 
solves 
such 
problems. 
“I have no idea,” she says. 
N either 
can 
P rakash 
R anadiva, 
a 
com puter 
systems analyst who made 
up some of the questions. He 
notes that while “there are 
m athem atical shortcuts,” he 
prepared the problems so 
that 
the 
num bers 
“ ab ­ 
solutely did not follow any 


pattern. 
“The numbers which we 
had given her, I couldn’t fit 
into 
any 
m athem atical 
shortcuts,” he said. “What 
she 
has 
is 
som e 
phenomenon.” 
He m arveled over the fact 
that 
in 
presenting 
the 
problem of finding the root of 
2,992,209,121 “it took Mr. 
Cashton 
(an 
associate) 
longer to write that number 
on the board than it took for 
her to give the cube root of 
that num ber.” 


She will only answer such 
questions at her shows. “ It’s 
got to be written on the 


blackboard, there’s got to be 
a certain atmosphere of 
people,” she says. 
Ms. Devi was born in India 
and says her parents noticed 
her math abilities at age 3. It 
surprised them because no 
one in her family had a 
mathematical background. 


She 
has 
traveled 
throughout 
the 
world 
demonstrating her talents. 
She writes books about her 
mathematical 
experiences 
and other subjects. 
She plans to stay on the 
mathematical 
merry-go- 
round to “bring happiness 
into the lives of people.” 
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
